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Continuation of 3. NOTE: 1. The new limitations "that switches", " first pulse signal", "second pulse signal" , and "the frist and 
second pulse signals are provided with the same frequency and different phase" require further search and/or consideration. 
Applicant's arguments are conflicting. Applicant argues in the third paragraph that Miyazawa does not teach different frequencies and 
refers to Figures 12F and 12G, whereas in the fourth paragraph, applicant argues that Miyazawa does teach different frequencies and 
also refers to Figures 12F and 12G. 

In response to applicant's argument that the references fail to show certain features of applicant's invention, it is noted that the features 
upon which applicant relies (i.e., a control frequency or a shape of a pulse signal that is different for the first motor and for the second 
motor, thereby preventing switching from occurring at the same time) are not recited in the rejected claim(s). Although the claims are 
interpreted in light of the specification, limitations from the specification are not read into the claims. See In re Van Geuns, 988 F.2d 
1181, 26 USPQ2d 1057 (Fed. Cir. 1993). This feature is not commensurate in scope with the claim language. Applicant's claim recites 
"differentiating the control frequency at which said switching element of the first drive is switched on and off and the control frequency at 
which said switching element of said second drive circuit is switched on and off'. In its broadest interpretation, this claim language reads 
as "differentiating the control frequency at which said switching element of the first drive is switched on and off and differentiating the 
control frequency at which said switching element of said second drive circuit is switched on and off'; and does not read as 
"differentiating the control frequency at which said switching element of the first drive is switched on and off from the control frequency at 
which said switching element of said second drive circuit is switched on and off'. Therefore there is nothing in applicant's claim language 
that precludes the examiner from reading Miyazawa as meeting the claimed limitations. 

In response to applicant's argument that Miyazawa does not disclose a steering apparatus for a vehicle, the limitation "vehicle" is broad. 
A robot is a vehicle in that it runs on wheels Miyazawa teaches a robot with a controller for steering the robot (col. 1:60-65).
